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September  Milk  Production 

Milk  production  in  the  21  major 
States  during  September  totaled 
9.94  billion  pounds,  slightly  below 
production  in  these  same  States  in 
September  1990.  August  revised 
production,  at  10.3  billion  pounds 
was  2 percent  below  August  1990. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
major  States  averaged  1,187  pounds 


for  September,  16  pounds  above 
September  1990. 

The  number  of  cows  on  farms  in 
the  21  major  States  was  8.38  million 
head,  8 thousand  more  than  August 
but  136  thousand  less  than 
September  1990. 

During  the  July-September 
period,  the  21  major  States 
produced  30.7  billion  pounds  of 
milk,  84.6  percent  of  the  U.S. 


production.  If  producers  in  the 
remaining  29  States  not  surveyed 
monthly  followed  the  same  pattern 
as  the  21  States,  the  U.S. 
production  would  be  12.4  billion  for 
July,  12.2  billion  pounds  for  August, 
and  11.7  billion  for  September.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,384,580  pounds 
per  day  during  September  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this 
was  an  increase  of  .4%  from  the  previous  month  and 
.1%  less  than  September  1990. 

The  September  1 991  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  128,019,859  pounds  or  56.9%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
1 .1%  more  than  last  month  and  .7%  more  than  Septem- 
ber 1990. 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1  % for  September  1 991 . 

Receipts  from  3,665  producers  by  26  pool  han- 
dlers regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  7,504,912 
pounds  daily  for  September  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this 
was  .7%  less  than  last  month  and  .2%  less  than 
September  1990. 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  265 
from  the  August  1 991  total  and  decreased  by  20  from 
September  1 990.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts 
per  farm  of  2,043  pounds  were  175  less  than  the 
previous  month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  7 pounds  more 
than  September  1990.^/ 

The  September  1 991  Class  I price  was  $1 3.03  per 
hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in 
Zone  3.  This  was  41  cents  more  than  the  August  1 991 
Class  I price  and  $2.44  less  than  the  September  1990 
price.  Prices  for  Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing 
area  other  than  Zone  3 reflect  the  specified  location 
adjustment  of  minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1 , minus  1 4 cents 
in  Zone  2,  plus  7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 cents  in 
Zone  5. 

The  Class  II  price  for  September  1 991  was  $1 1 .71 . 
This  was  20  cents  more  than  the  August  1 991  Class  II 
price  and  $2.02  less  than  the  September  1 990  Class  II 
price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $12.02  for  September  1991 
was  52  cents  more  than  the  previous  month  and  48 
cents  less  than  the  September  1 990  Class  III  price. 

The  October  1 991  Class  I price  will  be  $1 3.54  for 
3.5%  milk.

Receipts  from  4,596  producers  by  33  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  8,975,799  pounds 
daily  for  September  1991.  On  a daily  basis  this  was 
4.3%  less  than  last  month  and  1 .9%  more  than  Septem- 
ber 1990.1/ 

Producers  supplying  the  market  decreased  by  66 
from  the  August  1 991  total  and  decreased  by  1 05  from 
September  1 990.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts 
per  farm  of  1 ,953  pounds  were  58  less  than  the  previous 
month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  78  pounds  more  than 
September  1990.1/ 

The  September  1991  Class  I price  was  $12.99  per 
hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants.
